By Dec. 1954

is completed through here. 

Huge trucks, steam shovels and 
other powerful equipment directed 
by skilled craftsmen are today 
busy in digging deep into the soil 
for a road bed that will enable 
motorists to go places faster. 

H. J. Scott, local resident en- 
gineer for the bridge department 
of the California division of high- 
ways, said the contract calls for 
completion of the freeway “about 
Christmas’ time next year.”

Somewhere in this huge 
county an election is held at 
least every six days.

The rate change, as well as 
being a slight increase, is also 
an “adjustment” based on season. 


al use, with gas rates in the win 
ter time highter than those in 
the summer, Mr. Abbott said. 

“Some users who consume more 
gas in the summer than in other 
months may find their rate de- 
creased,” Mr. Abbott said. 

The rate adjustment represents 


the first time the Southern Couns’ 


ties has charged on the basis of 
supply and demand of gas, how- 
ever the firm has been seeking 
a rate change from the CPUC 
since 1950. 

“Large gas facilities have to be 
maintained in order to handle 
the great gas consumption in the 
winter time,” Mr. Abbott  saia. 
The new rate will compensate 
for the company’s great differ- 
ences in summer and_ winter 
costs.”

Tax Rate ToBe 
Unchanged At 
1.68 Figure 


Providing for a 5 per cent pay 
increase to the ee employes but 
retaining the tax rate of $1.68, 
the Upland city budget for 1953. 
1954 was approved at an adjourn- 
ed meeting of the Upland city 
council last night. 

Expenditures for the next 12 
months are scheduled to total 
$577,397. This is an increase of 
$14,034 over the actual expendi- 
tures for the year ending June 
30. Increased assessed valuation 
and improvement in other re: 
turns make possible a higher mus 
nicipal outlay without -an_ in- 
crease in the tax rase, according 
to an explanation by Councilman 
Robert A. Thrall. chairman of- the 
finance committee. 

Employes in the street and 
water departments had asked for 
a 10 per cent increase and the fire 
and police departments had re- 
quests for 5% per cent pay boost. 
The 5 per cent increase applies to 
all employes and “adjustments” 
were made in the pay .of City 
Manager Richard G. Manley to 
$750 a month; Assistant City En. 
gineer Elwin Alder and Buila- 
ing Inspector Richard Derby to 
$462 a month and Street Depart- 
ment Foreman Homer Greear to 
$404 a month. 

Mildred R. Puckett was con- 
tinued on a half time basis as 
business license collector. 

Budget provision was made for 
a city planning consultant at $80 
a month but an offer of a con: 
tract from Charles W, Elliott was 
not accepted. No action has been 
taken relative to employing him 
or another consultant. ; 

Principal change in the park 
fund was establishment of a $2,000 
fund for eventual development 
and installation. of an. automatic 
sprinkler system. 

Police department expenditures 
will be? $85,767, an increase. of 
$5,000 oVer last year due to pay 
increases. Fire department’ outlay 
is budgeted at $27,769. 

Annual’ municipal pay roll is 
estimated at $280,000 or approx- 
imately one half of the annual 
outlay. 

Assessed valuation of all prop- 
erty and improvements within the 
Upland city limits is estimated by 
Mr. Manlev at $10,000,000.
